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UNDERSTANDING TRANSISTORS

LESSON 12 


EXPLANATION OER! TRANSISTOR TEST 
SET AS SHOWN IN LESSON 11 

The power supply output voltage is mon- 
itered on a’0-40 volt scale: on the meter by 
connecting resistor R12 in series with it. A 
value of 40,000 ohms is correct for almost 
any meter you might use, because the 
meter's resistance will be small in compar- 
ison, R7 is the meter substitution resistor 
Rm, R10 is the current-limiting resistor Ri 
and Rll is the meter shunt resistor Rs. 

The resistors labeled Rb, RC and Re 
are connected externally to the terminat 
post as needed. Aiso note that because . of 
the revesal of the power supply polarity 
when changing from an NPN to a PNP, both 
sides of the power supply must be above 
ground. Thus all capacitors and semicond- 
uctors must be insulated from the chassis. 

The ideal size for this test set is ap- 
proximately 12inches long, six inches deep 
and five inches from front to back with a 
sloping front and facilities for venting at 
rear and bottom of the case. The 0-100 
microameter requires two new scales 
added. The original meter scale can be 
erased and with india ink add one scale to 
read 0-40 for voltage and 0-100 for current. 
You have to divide by ten when you read col- 
lector current to 10 milliamps. 

These are the three steps in using the 
test set: 

Step 1: Check leakage. 

Step 2: Set base-bias current. 

Step 3: Read collector current. 

To check leakage, first-connect a jump- 
er across the RC terminals and set the 
function switch to the LEAK position. Then 
turn the polarity switch to NPN or PNP as 
appropriate and depress S4, the PUSH-TO- 
READ switch. Read the collector-to-base 
current directly on the 0-100 ma scale. 
When performing this test be careful notto 


exceed the BVcbe rating of the transistor 
that is being tested. 

To set base-bias current, complete the 
emitter circuit by connecting a jumper 
across the R3 terminals. Turn the function 
switch to the Ir position and depress S4, 
Adjust the bias pot until you readthe des- 
ired current on the 0-100 ma scale of the 
meter. 

To read collector current, make sure 
that both the Rc and Re terminals are jump- 
ered and then turn the function switch to the 
Ic position, Read collector current, in ma 
by dividing the 0-100 seale reading by 10, 

One of the most obvious uses is to det- 
ermine the polarity of an unmarked trans— 
istor. To do this, plus thetransistor into 
the test set and measure leakage. If the_ 
meter shows almost full scale deflection, 
the transistor is either shorted or is the 
opposite polarity from that assumed. ‘To 
tell which, simply turn the polarity switch 
and watch the meter. If the meter still 
shows full scale, the transistor is shorted. 

It should be neceesary to depress the 
test button to get a reading when the current 
polarity it chosen. Another application 
would be if you wished to determine'the base 
bias current for a certaincollector:-cur- 
rent. You would set the test meter setto 
read collector current and adjust the bids 
pot until the meter reads the collector cur- 
rent required, then turn the function Gwitch 
to the Ib position, depress the push switch 
and read the required bias current directly 
on the meter.
